A GARBAGE FUERNACE FPLAN.

Mr. Walker Claims Rubbish Can Be Burned
Without Bad Odors.

Robert I.. Walker, a Boston engineer, has
been at the Anderson for the last week. He
is interested among other things in garbage
furnaces. When he saw what Pittsburg had
in this line, he langhed heartily. He hada
talk with Chief Brown, and agreed to give
him free of charge the plans of a furnace,
whiech he claimed would consume the city’s
waste without emitting disagreeable odors,
The design was obtnined and turned over
to a loeal architoct for examination.

In & chat yvesterday, he snid: “Fire will
purify anything by burniug it up. The ap-

rutus which I suggested to Chief Brown
gl simple furnace arched over, and divided
for part of ita length with a ition. Itis
provided in front with two fireplaces, which
are closed by dampers that are kept cool
with a stream of water. This gives two fires,
In the rear are openings to put in the rub-
bish. Ome of the fires is kept ata white
heat Suppose fresh coal is put on the other,
The heat from this fire passes through
the waste produets in the rear, changing
them into gas. The air through the furnace
drives it around to the other fire where the
great heat consumes the noxious gas and
smoke st once. When the one fire dies
down it can be replenished and by that time
the other one has 2 good start and is red
hot. The direction of the current of sir is
then changed and the same process an the
other side is repeated. Do yon eatch the
idea?’

SEEING SIGHTS IN EUROPE.

Prof Andrews Describes a Trip Through
Liverpool and London — A Ludierous
Situation on a8 Steamer—View of West-
minster Abbey.

Prof. Samuel Andrews, who is spending
his summer vacation with the school teach-
ers in Europe, has written a letter to Dr. J.
W. Neely, of the West End. The trip
across was 8 pleasant one, with the ex-
ception of one Sunday, when a terrifie
storm srose. Along with the fears of dis-
aster were some amusing and ludicrous
soenes.  One of the latter is described by
Prof. Andrews as follows:

“There were four of usin one cabin—Mr.
J. W, Bell and two eminent Catholie clergy.
One of the latter weighed 250 and the
other 325 ponnds sverdupois. They were
jolly companions. As one of them was en-
deavoring to say his prayers on that fearful
night before retiring, he was thrown from
hie chair across the room and then rolled to
the other side as he attempted to get up.

Prof Andrews, in com.-
menting on the Prince, ssid: “‘He is about
22 years of age and looks as if he might play
bacearnt and get left.™

After arriving in Liverpool the professor
describes the visite which, of course, are
alwa interesting to Americsns: the
Kenilworth eastle, now in ruins; Warwick
and the Queen’s eastle; Stratford, the home
of Shakespeare, and other points of interest,

The party then went to London. “This
is certainly entitled to the reputation of
being the greatest city in the world,” says
Prof. Andrews. “I can get over a good deal
of territory in & day, but I might prolon
my stay in London for three weeks an
then would have avery limited knowledge
of the city.

She stated that ghe had been domiciled at
times in California, Washington county,
at Sandy Creek, and at present keeps house
foraman on Smithfield street.

STORY OF THE WOMAN.

She said the doctor had deserted her seven
years ago, and, though he had given some
support at times for the children, he had
not included ber in the arrangement, and of
late had ceased entirely to contribute. She
also insinuated her convietion that the
doctor was maintaining another woman on
‘Washington street. is hrought out the
doctor’s counsel, Mr. Smith, and when he
got achance he demanded to kuow if she
also were not living with a man to whom
she was not married.

their nts. He further remarked, after
a little talk with Judge Slagle that
if Mrs DMeAlfresh would not live
with her husband when he proposed to
Eomvidcahome for her within reasonable

unds, she must make her own way
wilhout&:: husband’s help. He tgld the
woman asa n, partner she must
take the bitter w?tgj &: sweet and inti-
mated that she wasn't like to find perfect
bliss anywhere this side of Jordan.

It was announced that the case would be
eontinued long en to nllow the doctor
time to set up a family altar, and if he did
it, Mrs. McAlfresh must sccept a home
with the doctor or serateh for herself, The
woman’s eyes flashed, but she said nothing.
The dootor seemed well satisfied with the
alternative offered him.

On Saturday next 156
purchasers will be made happy in the ssme
manver. If the expericnee of the past two
weeks is any eriterion, there will be a great
seramble to see who will be the lucky ones.

The public bas had absolute confidence
in the fairness of the plan from the very
start, two weeks ago, owing to the suceess of
the distribution t  winter, and dur-
ing all the time. The money from 1,392
customers, agzregating in  all thousands of
dollars, has - been returned with the cheer-
fulness that characterizes this firm in all its
business transactions, and there has not been
a complaint nor dispute from any source.
Everything has passed off smoothly. Peo-
ple and proprictors are delighted accord-
ingly.

There are some amusing incidents ocen-
sionally that make the distribution interest-
ing and enjoyable. Sometimes customers
will buy an article of small salue to “‘try
the thing,” as they put it. If they are suc-
cessful tiey feel like falling in the river be-
cause they didn’t buy half the store.

OBJECTS OF THE ORGANIZATION.

“In every city, town and hamlet, during
the war, women were found working for
the relief of the sick and wounded soldier.
Christinn snd sanitary commissions and
other relief societies were organized. They
were found, too, in the hospitals and on
the battlefields, ministering to the stricken
soldier, upholding him and comforting him
in his hour of trial and discourngement.
When the angel of peace soared from Appo-
mattox and spresd his white wings over the
nation, this relief corps of women was not
mustered out. From camp to home, from
soldier to citizen, was a long leap. Many
fell by the wayside, the years of war telling
upen them, while others who mnever
knew defeat on the field of battle
were not so successful in the st le of life,
These, with the widows and orp of our
nation's dead, left almost helpless by war's
cruel fate, appealed loudly to the hearts of
f“ true n?tl':d All o\écr fili:lef land ladies’

eagues, loy ies and relief corps were
eatab!!j:,]mﬁ to assist in aiding these unfortn-
nates, in true fraternity gathering from re-
Inetant lips the wants of those who to care
foris the glorions mission of the Grand
Army of the Republic.

THE FIRST IN THE FIELD,

“The societies in Massachusetts in 1879
ware the first to o ize a State Woman's
Relief C those of New Hampshire
uniting with them in the following year.
The first official action of the Grand Army
Iooking to a National organization of women
was taken at the ﬁftaentfnﬁnional encam
ment held in Indianapolis in 1881, when the
following resolutions were adopted:

Resolved, That we approve the project of
aganlxtug & National Woman's Relief

Rerp:&lvod. That such Woman's Relief
may use under such title the words “Anxil-
iary to the G. A, R." by special indorsement
of the G. A. R.

“Panl Van Dervoort, Commander in Chief
of the G. A, R. in his general orders con-
vening the encampment at Denver in 1883,
requesied all lady societies working for the
soldiers to send representatives to Denver.
Twenty-six different societies responded and
the Woman's Relief Corps auxiliary to
the G. A, R. was organized. The ques-
tion as to whether all loyal women should
be admitted to membership, or only the im-
mediate relatives of wﬁiieﬂ, was left
over wuntil the mnext econvention in
order to give the delegates time tocon-
fer with the societies they represented, and
the result was, at the second National Con-
vention at Minneapolis, 1884, the vote stood
76 to 7 in favor orr:yal women, thus taking
for its foundation patriotism and loyalty,
and no woman who ever gave aid or com-
fort to the Rebellion can become & mem-

REMAREABLE FPROGRESS MADE.

“From that time on its has been
remarkable.

General
John A. Logan in sn address once

A National
Woman's Relisf Corps Home  has
also been established at Geneva, 0.,
to which the citizens of Geneva are
building an addition costing $25,000. This
Home 1s for army nurses and widows of
goldiers. The Department of Pennsylvania
was orglnizedeﬂ.lune, 1884, and i;n:lgeoﬁgt
six years furn over to posts 12 95;
ex Ynded in relief, £10,651 40. The Penn-
syivania Memorial Home st Brookville was
also established by the Woman's Relief
Corps of Pennsylvania, and during the last
13 months it has maintained 50 inmates, in-
cluding old soldiers and their wives, widows
and homeless orphans. It hss paid §7,500
indebtedness on the properiy. Itis the
first home of the kind in LEC world, so far
as known."'
